HOME GARDENS 
FOR DEFENSE 


Bulletins Available To 
Parties Interested At 
Extension Service Office 


By IVAN LILLEY 
Farm Advisor 

For some time the Extension Ser- 
vice and other federal agencies have 
been talking about the desirability 
of family gardens on the farm to 
help in the program for national de- 
fense. A large number of farm peo- 
ple felt that we were so far remov- 
ed from conflict that the matter of 
growing home gardens was not im- 
portant. We are now at war and the 
necessity for home gardens becomes 
more acute than at any time since 
the first World War. 

Experience in the first World War 
and in the countries that have been 
fighting in the present war brings 
out the necessity of an adequate 
food supply, not only for the armed 
forces but for the civilian popula- 
tion. It has been demonstrated that 
in long periods of strain the people 
who are the best fed not only in 
quantity but in variety are able to 
Withstand the nerve strain much 
| better than those not receiving an 
,adequate diet. 

In times of war armed forces 
come first, and transportation is 
an important factor in their opera- 
tions. In areas such as El Dorado 
County where much of the vege- 
tables and other foods are brought 
jin by truck, it might become dif- 
ficult to get the proper variety of 


,these foods if the armed forces re- | 


quire the use of trucks now used for 
the purpose of hauling produce. 
Every pound of vegetables or home- 
grown foods produced and consum- 
ed on the farm will release just that 
much to the forces fighting for our 
country without creating a_ short- 
age. 

Following the war we can expect 
a decrease in individual cash in- 
come. Those folks who plant home 
gardens during the present emer- 
‘gency will not only be helping in 
the defense of our country but will 
‘be gaining experience in growing 
ivegetables and other home-grown 
foods that will assist them in in- 
creasing their income during the 
years to come when cash income 
‘might be low.

,raine Cross was first adopted as the 


‘symbol of the tuberculosis associa- 
{tion throughout the world, sad 
|changes have come to that little 
| French principality of Lorraine. 


Its fate is of especial interest as 
| that cross was used as the heraldic 
{symbol of Godfrey de Bouillon, the 
|duke of Lorraine as he courageous- 
‘ly led his Crvsaders into battle 
during the middle ages. 


| Since last Christmas Seal season, 
‘the heel of the Nazi conqueror has 
ground heavily into this part of 
occupied France; their schools have 
‘been reorganized, their religion sup- 


| pressed, Hitler youth organizations 


established everywhere, and the 


‘families of all French youths who 


fled to unoccupied France from Lor- 


Germany, males being sent to one 
part of the country, females to an- 
other. 

In December, 1940, Lorraine was 
made part of the German Reich in 
the Saar, and French citizens, most- 
ly of the professional and merchant 
class, were expelled to unoccupied 
France replacing them with Ger- 
mans of like class; this new district 
is to be known as Westmark. 

Hitler claims the western bound- 
ary of Germany “has been clarified 
for all time,” and “henceforth only 
Germans shall live as far as the 
borders of the reich extend.” 

Who knows but that by next 
Christmas Seal season, the fortunes 
of war will have again swung the 
pendulum to make the people of 
Lorraine a free and happy people!

Japanese seizure of Thailand fa- 
cilitated the drive against north- 
western Malaya, but British dispat- 


ing parties which gained a foot- 
hold on the beaches near Kota 
Bharu airport were being wiped 
out. 

Northward, where Thailand joins | 
Burma and Indo China, the Japan- 
ese were said by the Berlin radio 
to have opened an attack on the 
Burma Road supply route to China. 

Japan was paying greatest atten- 
tion to the position of Germany 
and the Soviet Union toward the far 
eastern war, and indicated that im- 
mediate help was expected from her 
axis partners. 

The Japanese radio also issued an 
indirect warning to the Soviets to 
keep out of the conflict, asserting 
that Japanese-held Manchukuo is 
prepared to keep her northern fron- 
tiers intact.
